Their pitch was to interest CIA in full participation in the program and, 
hopefully, to get CIA to sponsor a cold-war gaming exercise at some 
future date. They hoped that they would still have an opportunity to brief 
the Director sometime and offered to come back at his convenience. I 
assured these gentlemen that they could count on full support and partici- 
pation by the Agency. I hesitated to commit the Director to sponsor an 
exercise but said that this was something which we could decide at a later 
date. The first scheduled exercise starts Monday, 26 July, and continues 
for four days. Agency participants have been selected; this is all in

However, now that we have had the briefings, we should answer the memo- 
randum promptly by thanking them for the briefing, assuring them that 
they will have our full participation in the program, and telling them that 
we will designate an official focal point within the next few days.
